PRISON. DRAMA. 


The little township of 
Joliet in Hlinois witness- 
ed its second thrilling 
prison drama in four 
days when Tiotous con- 
victs yesterday broke 
loose in the new State- 
ville Penitentiary, set 
fire to the main build- 
ings, and caused en. 
ormous damage in a 
sensational outbreak 
against prison authority. 
The cause of the revolt. was 

almost as remarkable us its 
sequel, The riot did net con- 
stitute a bid for freedom, but 
represented a mark of protest 
vagainst the arrival in the prisan 
‘of . Nathan Leopold, the 
notorious “boy” murderer. 

The authorities fought the out- 
brerk in the traditioual way, 
manning the walls with armed 
men, and firing upon the order. 
of the rebellion. .

Finest in Wortd. 


In a report of the remarkable 
affair, Reutey states that the new 
. Statoville, Prison was one of the 
finest penal Institutions in the 
world, having been completed only 
recently and being ‘deajeyned on 
modern Hnes. 

The fire pnd the roting followed 
almost immediately upon the ar- 
rival of Nathan Leopold and nine- 
teen other prisoners from the old 
prison,-the transfer having been 
effected on account of the rioting: 
there on Saturdny when the men | 
defied their guards, attucked the | 
Governor, ‘but were soon foreed | 
to surrender 2s they had no wen- 
pone. 


Rebels Bombarded. 


Very similar incidents occurred 
in the new renitentinry. The 
convicts’ broke ‘tree of ‘their 
guards, who reaponded by sound- 
ing the goneral alarm and mun- 
ning the walla, which swarmed 
with urmed juards.

January was driichter, there be- 
tug 162 hours of sunshine, com- 
pared with a normal of 145, but In 
ebruary only 28 hours were re-

While the  doctor’s 
family was seated having ity mor- 
ning meal, the five men suddenly 
burst in from the cubicle. It was 
alleged that two carried pistols, 
two had daggers and the other 
had small oranges, wire and pieces 
of cloth, the uaunl accoutrements 
of an armed-robbery yang, sild 
Mr. Whyte-Smith. One man stnb- 
bed the doctor in the head, and 
he had to go to hospital, and the 
wife waa alao slightly injured. 
The wife eried out: “Go into the 
cubiele and moke yourselves rich,” 
but when other membera of the 
family called out “Save Life,” the 
robbers became alarmed and left 
the house.

HEN the four-masted barque 
: Garthpool foundered some 

two years’ ago tho Red En- 
sign ‘went down upon the era of 
tacks and sheets in the Mercantile 
Marine. Now that ‘there’ aro ‘no 
longer halliards nor handapikes to 
chanty over, wo laten to wireless 
baritones in much too-refined ver- 
aions of the songs the old shellbacks 
cronked and falsettoed, and deplore 
the vanishing of the romance of 
gail, But it has only vanished 80 
far as this country {3s concerned. 


During the past threa weeks 
eight great sniling ships havo set 
out from Australian ports upon ‘an 
ccenn regatta reminiscent of the 
apacious days of the China tea 
clippera. They are racing home

In the shortest time, All these 
vessela are flying the white flag 
with a bold pale cross of the Fin- 
nish Merchant Service. Tha 
romance of sail hus now passed ta 
Finland. She owns twenty-six of 
the world’s . océan-going — squarc- 
riggers—more than all the other 
nations put torether. . 

Her genius is Captain Gustaf 
Rrikson of Mariehamn. For years 
past he has travelled countries in 
which shipowners could no longer 
make sail pay, buying their vessels. 
There ate no Board of Trade res- 

tions nor Trade Unton prohibi- 
tions in Finland and so individual 
enterpriso is still permitted to have 
"“igeas.” Captain Erikson belleves 
thut the sailing ship is uble to pay 
as a freight carrier. But she must 
be run on economic principles 
which, apparently, the other mari- 
time countries will not allow.

The Erikson ships are much 
under-manned, by our standard. 
The “flagship,” Herzogin Cecilic, a 
four-masted barque of over 3,000 
tons, only musters ninc hands to 0 
watch: and half of these are ap- 
prentices and boys. ‘When the Ger. 
mans owned her he mustered abou, 
forty hands to a watch. Yet these 
Erikson vessels have a world repute 
amongst seamen as “happy ships,” 
and it is quite safe to predict very 
keen seamanship in the annual re- 
gatta which has just started. You 
do not get -keen seamanship 
amongst disgruntled seaman, 


Four of the vessela which are 
racing home with grain are Cx- 
British. These are the Archibald 
Russell, Lawnhill and Melbourne, 
all four-masted barques, and the 
Favell, a three-masted barque. Of. 
the others the Herzogin Cecilie and 
Penang are ex-German, the Viking 
ex-Danish,~ 
Italian. Amongst them — these 
clippers are carrying 30,000 tons of 
wheat, and, on the average, each 
ship is about three times the burden 
of the old China tea clippers. But 
will they equal the performances of 
thoze famous vessela? If they 
could get and maintain their own 
weather throughout the voyage the 
answer would be rather doubtful, 
‘As this is impossible it.is not at all

The maiden feat of the Aberdeen 
clipper Thermopyle. built in the 
Sixties for the tea trade, has never 
been: beaten by sail between this 
country ond Australia. She ar: 
rived at Melbourne sixty-nine-days 
atter clearing from the Thames. 
In 1862 the Sovereign of the Seas 
averaged 300 knots & day for eleven 
daya. For four days in. succession 
her log showed 333 knots precisely, 
probably _ the most extraordinary 
display of uniform speed for over 
ninety hours on end ever given by 
a sailing ship, ; 

Her greatest performance was 
on the 18th of March of the follow- 
ing year, when she ran 411 miles. * 
On arriving home and claiming this 
usa record, 
Seas learnt that, In the previous 
January, the Red. Jacket ran AlT 
miles ina day. In July, 1853, thir 
wonderful ¢lipper. swept across 
3,186 miles of the Southern Occan 
in ten days. :

Such vessels 
as the Taiping, Undine, Sir Lan- 
celot, Fiery Cross, and Acrial, all. , 
less than one-third the tonnagd of 
the Herzojin Cecilie; carried crews ~ 
of about forty hands. Many of 
them possessed’ silk “balloon” gails 
made for them at Tientgin or Foo- 
Chow. They set such catspaw 
cloths as angel’s footstools, water 
soils, and ringtails. “They had the 
hoist where the modern ship has 
the spread.

driven hard is.guificiently shown by 
their performances. ‘A vessel. might 
make a record voyage by boing able 
to keep going across the doldrums 
and without any remarkable twenty- 
four hours’ run.

GETS THREE YEARS. 


The,atory of how six men as- 
saulted the woman cccupdnt of 
41, Peel Street, with intent to rob 
her, und how their plan failed by 
reason of an early alarm being 
given, wns told at the.Criminal 
Sessions this morning, before Mr.

In outJining the cave cor the 
Crown, Mr. Whyte Smith told the 
jury they would hear evidenen vo 
the effect that accused called on 
about January 10 te enquires avout 
renting a cubicle which had been 
advertised. After some haggling 
over price, he Jeft without any 
ebusiness. being dane, but on 
danunry 22, he returned. and when 
the deer was opened by the amah, 
he watked in with five other men. 

They talked about renting the 
cubicle for a short time, when two 
ef the men produced daggers and 
n toy pistol. They seized both 
the mistress and aman,’ bul tae 
former shouted for help and her 
cries atiracted the attention of 
people Jiving on the floor above. 
hey came downstairs to the 
rescue and the robbera_ made 
good their escape, dropping the 
daggers and pistol in a passage 
and on a Janding. 

Mr. Whyte Smith continued that 
accused waa arrested in Holly- 
wood Road and was identified 
by complainant. at an identifica- 
tion pnrade. She was yery 
nervous and, in fact, ashe tainted 
at the parude. There was ono 
other identification as the amah. 
very shortly after the atlempted 
robbery, went to the country and 
had not returned. 

Dealing with accused's state- 
ment when charged, Mr.. Whyie 
Smith said ft was a very important 
one and was incriminating. The 
statement was “I did go up. I 
did not.seize hold of the woman. 
, 1 stood inside 
;as soon as Lhe woman 
jout, ]~went away.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Whyte Snuth 
explained to the jury that it 
accused was present and shared 
ithe common purpose, even though 
whe did not lay a‘ finger on the 
wonten, he was equally guilty with 
the others. 

The hearing of the case came 
to an abrupt ending, when after 
the Crown Case hod closed, ac- 
cused was asked if he desired to 
give evidence. He replied that he 
had decided to ehange his plea_ta 
one of guilty, and the jury was ac- 
cordingly instructed to bring in a 
formal verdict to that effect.
